_ The first Bghting occurred between Hope 
Fountain and Bulawayo, where the Mata- 
beles had concent in force, 

The Matabelos ‘© armed principally 
with their native weapons, ais and 
knot kerries, although some of them had 
rities that proved of little service to them. 

The natives fought bravely, and made 
desperate attempts to get within striking 
distance of the British, Tho British loss 
in all the engagements was light. 

The natives were finally forced to re- | 
treat, followed by the Chartered Com- 
pany’s foroen, 

It {is thought that the Matabeles will 
make for the Seamese river or for the com- 
paratively uninhabited country to the 
westward of the Umniati river. 

The Imperial troops took no part in the 
fight. Thoy followed Major Forbes and 
Dr. Jameson to Bulawayo, arriving there 
some time after the column had taken { 
possession of the place, J 

King Lobengula accompanied his regi- 
ments in their flight northward. 


Object to the Arrangemeny. 
Loxpon, Noy, 2.—The Daily News 
(Liberal) protests this morning against the 
home government allowing Rhodes to 
settle matters with the Matabeles as the 
Cape government suggeste. 


Account of the Fight, 

Loxpon, Noy, 2.—All the advancing 
columns had ashare in the skirmishing, 
Their progress was necessarily slow. The 
Matabele were wary and cautions, but for 
days the scouts of the Forbes and Jameson 
columns kept in touch with them. 

On Friday ® Matabele impi open- 
ed a determined attack upon 
Forbes’ column. Thefight was vig- 
orously sustained, but the enemy 
was unable to make any impression 
upon the whites, who held their position 
in Lasager. The Matabele were mowed 
down on all aides and finally retired with 
heavy losses. Fresh imps resumed the 
attack on Saturday, Major Forbes and the 
columns being then within a few miles of 
Bulawayo. 

The blacks fought with the expected 
bravery, but in the face of the machine 
guns andthe precision of the rifles they 
were never able to get within striking 
distance, Finally the attack weakened, 
and the Matabele showed signs of retreat. 
The maxima played on their dense masses 
and the whites instantly rushed on the 
wavering warriors. Only the royal imbezi 
regiment attempted to stand its ground. 
Half of its men were shot down, and the 
‘remainder fled back to Buluw 

In this prtaly decisive , Lo- 
bengula himself commanded, personally 
directing the movements of his head men. 
The forward mouvement of the troops was 
decided upon before Lobengula had time 
to rally his men, The combined columns 
oyened the attack on Buluwayo, There 

was but little fight left in the Matabele, 
who fled to the northwest with Lobengula. 
A flying column was sent in pursuit to 
prevent their rallying, although Dr, Jame- 
son and Major Forbes believe them to be 
beaten and cowed. Lobengulas' power is 
utterly gone, The losses of the British 
were alight and were confined mainly to 
Major Forbes’ column, The loss of the 
Matabele is reported to exceed 3,000 killed 
and wounded. The Imperial forces under 
Major Goold reached Buluwayo on the day 
following its occupation and took no part 
in the fighting. All the settlers hope that 
the Matabele will be driven beyond the 
Seamese before the rainy season so as to 
avoid further fighting in the spring, Dr. 
Jameson is camped at Buluwayo. Mr. 
Rhodes is at Fort Charter, Further de- 
todls are expected hourly. 


A NEW LINE. 


Paris Polloe Now Have Special Bulldings 
Where Bombs Are Examined. 

Panis, Nov. 2.—A new department of 
police work, rendered necessary by the 
dynamite campaign of the Anarchists was 
opened today. ‘hia afternoon four build- 
ings, specially constructed for the use of 
men handling explosives were placed under 
the supervision of the police in the sub- 
urba of Paris. Each building is fitted with 
hydraulic presses and all apparatus needed 
in the analysis of explosives. To it will 
be conveyed in special vans under police 
control every bomb or infernal machine 
found in the surrounding district or the 
nearest quarter of Paris.

‘THE NEW CABLE. 


The Project of Connecting Canada and 
Australia is Stro: rn 

Monrrear, Nov, 2.—The Witness has 
the following special cable from Mel- 
bourne, Australia: All the colonies dis- 
play great interest in the visit of the Can- 
adian Minister of Commerce and the cable 
project is being heartily supported. ‘The 
coming conference with Canada is regard- 
ed as being of the greatest importance, and 
it is said here that it will be held early 
next year, and that Great Britain will send 
a delegate to discuss the Pacific cable pro. 
ject, 

The laying of the first section of the 
new cable was commenced at Gomen, New 
Caledonia, on August 80 and has been 
completed to Budenberg, one of the centres 
of the sugar industries in Queenaland, and 
this places French and English territory 
in the south seas in communication with 
each other, It is believed by the support- 
ers of the new line that the cable just laid 
is only the beginning of anew  Pacitic 
cable which is to connect Canada and 
Anstralia and thus complete the telegraph 
circle of the world. 

The course which the new cablo is in- 
tended to take is from New Caledonia to 
Fiji, from there toSamoa, and from Samos 
to Honoluln, thence to Vanconver. The 
ralers of the islands which haye been in- 
cluded in the route of the new Pacific 
cable have promised subsidies, and the as- 
wistance of the Canadian Government is 
counted upon if the construction of the 
section from Honolalu to Vancouver is to 
be an accomplished fact. ‘The promoters 
of the new cuble hope also to induce the 
other Australian colonies, which have 
hitherto upposed it, to contribute to the 
guarantee, as there is little doubt that the 
existence of a Pacific cable eonnecting the 
eastern and western Imits of the British 
Empire would be a great advantage to all 
concerned, It is not thought probably, 
however, that the English Government 
will be disposed to subsidize this new line.

LOBENGULA IN A TRAP. 


The King of the Matabeles Likely to be 
Captured With His Forces. 


Caretown, Noy. 2.—Native rumners 
reaching Fort Victoria confirm the report 
that King Lobengula has been trapped. 
He ia blocked to the northward by the 
taetae fly country, through which it will be 
impossible for him to drive his cattle, and 
to the southward by the Imperial troops 
and the forces of the British South Africa 
Company, Lobengula’s forces are sup- 
posed to be in the yicinity of Shangi and 
Gaulo rivers, 140 miles west of Fort Char- 
ter. Their capture seems probable, 


Another Fight. 

Lonpon, Noy. 3.—A despatch received 
to-day in this city says that part of Loben- 
gula’s forces were overtaken by Major 
Forbes’ column last night near Buluwayo.” 
The Matabelos turned on their pursuers, 
but were defeated with serious loss, Many 
of them were captured. 


Lobengala's Loss Reduced. 


Lonpon, Noy, 3.—The Daily Nows has 
received from Fort Victoria this despatch 
concerning the expedition against the 
Matabeles; ‘' Every night was ar by 
the troops in a strongly fortified Inager. 
Every morning an hour before dawn 
every man stood to his arms, each in 
his allotted place, This plan of campaign 
was urged by Mr. Selous and other experts 
haye justified its wisdom.

It is estimated that 
1,000 were killed and wounded.”

Ross, was ithe Turkish Ambassador to 
Great Britain. The plotofthe play in 
laid in Constantinople and one of the 
characters was the Sutan of Turkey, Tho 
word ‘ was" is used advisedly. The Am- 
bassador watched the play with far more 
than passing interest, until the Sultan ap- 
peared on the stage, The ruler of the 
faithful was represented asan old man 
koon in his pursuit of female slaves. This 
arroused the Ambassador's ire, and after 
watching for a very short time the antics 
of the mock Sultan he witidrew from the 
theatre in high dudgeon at the insult of 
his royal master. He at once rent & pro- 
teat to Lord Rosebery, the Foreign Minis- 
ter, and to Lord Chamberlain, the latter 
being empowered to act as censor on plays 
produced in England. 

Of course apologies were tendered the 
irate Arabasenlon and Lord Chamberlain 
issued a peremptory order that the bur- 
leaque be suppressed to-night unless the 
character of the Sultan of Turkey be elem- 
inated and all references to his Tarkish 
Majesty and the country he rules ove be 
done away with. Mr, George Edwards, 
the manager of the Gaiety Theatre, assured 
the Lord Chamberlain to-day that the 
order would be obeyed,

Panis, Nov. 3,—A patriotic mass meet- 
ing was held in Marseilles last night at 
which M. De Lenie, a member of the 
Chamber of Deputies, and a well-known 
hater of England, presided.

resentation to the Spanish Minister in 
Paris, sympathising with the Spaniards on

Some of the campaign orators this au- 
tumn—some of them—bombarding the suf- 
fering candidates all the week, will think 
no wrong in Sabbath breaking. AIL the 
week hurling the eighth commandment at 
one candidate, the seventh commandment 
av another candidate and the ninth com- 
mandment at still another, what are they 
doing with the fourth commandment, “Re 
member the Sabbath day to keep it holy?”

HE IS DEAD. 


The Famous English Physician Passes 
Away in London, 1 
Lonpon, Nov. 7. Sir Andrew Clarke, 
the well-known physician, died at half- 
past four o'clock yesterday afternoon. i 
Sir Andrew Clarke, M.D., F.R.S.,LL.D,, 
wan borh October 28, 1826, was educated 
first at Aberdeen and afterwards at Edin 
burgh, In the extra academical medical 
school of that city he gained the first 
medals in anatomy, physiology, chemistry, 
botany, materia medica, surgery, patho- 
logy and practice of physic. For two 
years he assisted Dr. Hughes Bennett in 
the pathological department of the Royal 
Infirmary and was demonstrator of an- 
atomy to Dr. Robert Knox in the final 
course of lectures delivered by that cele- 
brated anatomist, For four yeata Dr. 
Clark had charge of the pathological de- 
partment of the Royal Naval hospital at 
daslur, In 1854 he took his degree of 
M.D. at the University of Aberdeen, settled 
in the metropolis, and became o member 
of the Royal College of Physicians of Lon- 
don. He was the author of nomerons 
medical works referring principally fo the 
respiratory, renal and digestive organs. 
He was created a baronet in 1583. At 
the time of his death Dr, Clarke was con- 
sulting physician and lecturer on 6linical 
medicine to the London hospital.

REV MR MAOLEAN WILL REMaININ 
BHLLEVILLD 


He Yields to tho Eloquent and Graceful 
Persunsions of His Oongregations— 
Warm ‘Tributes to his Worth 


Ata meeting of the Presbytory of King- 
ston held in Andrew's churoh in this 
city yesterday (Tuesday) afteracon, the 
Rev. D, Wishart, Madoc, moderator, 
the renignation of his pastoral charge, 
tendered by the Koy, M, W. Maclean on 
the score of il health was considered. 
The members of tho Kirk ses 
body, together with a large deputa 
appointed by the congregation to oppose 
theacceptance of the resigration, were 

sont, 

Le John Bell, Q.C., spoke on behalf 
ofthe Kirk Session, and Oolonel Lazicr 
on behalf of the m inagers and congregre- 
gation, assuriog the Presbytery that the 
ofiice boarers and congrog ation were alike 
oanimous io their dosire to. prevent the 
severance of the pastoral tie that has so 
long and happily united thom and Mr, 
Maclean, unless a change of climate is 
absolutely necessary for his health's sake, 
They also said among other things, that 
Mr. Maclean's removal would be most de~ 
trimental to the interests ot the congre~ 
gation, anda grot loss to the oityin 
which ho hasso faithfully served for the 
pist twenty years, and that the office 
bearers and cojgregation were therefore 
unanimous that Mr, Maclean's services 
should be retaned, and were willing to 
granthim such leaye of absence trom 
time to time as might bo desiravle 

Tho other membora of the session and 
representatives appoiated by the congre- 
gation endorsed what had boen said in 
equally strong terns, 

Inquiry haring been made by 
Prosbytery, it was aacettained that, 

though at the time the resignation was 
tendered, it was thought by Mr. Maclean 
as wellas by his fends and advisors 
that it would be necessary to sosk another 
climate, yet since then tho opinion had 
been expressed by his physicians and 
confirmed a lew Ss ago by that of a 
celebrated specislist, after examination of 
his case, that a permanent change of 
climate was net necessary, but that a 
yacation would be desirable, F 

Mr. Maclean being called upon, said 
that the Presbytary and his people were 
aware thathe had been in poor health 
during the pist summer, and, ashe was) 
led to understand tht a change of climate | 
wason that account desirable, he felb 
that in justice to his congregation as well 
as to himself, there was nothing lelt for 
him, under these circumstances, but to 
tender his resignation, which was now in 
the hands of the Presbytery. 

On motion duly made and seconded, 
the Presbytery, in view of all the circum- 
stances, unanimously decided not to 

Mccept the resignation tecdered by Mr. 
Maclean, and expresse | itself wellpleased 
that the necessity for hia removal from 
the bounds did not exist as at one time it 
had been feared, All the representatives 
of the congregation expressed themselves 
well pleased at the decision arrived at. 

Letters from members of the Preabytery 
at a distance, necessarily absent, were 
read by the clerk, expressing their regret 
at their inability to be present and the 
hope that the Mresbytery wo tld see their 
way clear, consistently with Mr, Maclean's 
welfare, to maintain his connection with 
the Presbytery of Kingsion, of which he 
was one of the oluest members and active 
workers. The Moderator and other 
members ofthe Presbytery commended 
the zeal, loyalty and devotion of congre~ 
Zation to their niaister and spoke of him 
as one who had, as chairman of the 
ILome Mission Committee, and in other 
capacities, been always ready to do what 
lay in his power for the good of hechureh 
and as the worthy minister of one of the 


the 


most liberal congregations in the Presby-| 


tery, and had endeared himself to his 
brethern, as he had to his own people and 
his many friends in Belleville. 

Mr Kattray’s Resignation Accepted 

The Presbytery next considered the 
resignaticn of Rey. Mr. Rattray, pastor 
of Melrose, Lonsdale and Shannonville, 
who has been appointed by the Home 
Mission Committee to an important field 
in Ontario. His congregation was heard 
in the matter and while expressing their 
deep regretat losing him, yet did not 
wish to put any obstacles in his way. 
Several members of the Presbytery spoke 
mest highly cf Mr, Rattray’ attainments 
and success, aud regretted his removal, 
Mr, Ratteay responded and sa‘d he had 
accepted the appointment and asked to be 
granted permission to leave, His reqnest 
was complied with and arrangements 
made to declare his pulpit vacant.

Almost every one in the House sprang to 
thoir foot in terror and dismay, wild shrieks 
and cries of agony arose fromthe lower 
part of the house, and it was known that 
many persons had been injured. Wild 
confusion prevailed, and many men, their 
faces pale with fright, abandoned the 
Indies they had escorted and made despor- 
ate rushes for the exits, knocking down 
and trampling upon those in their way, 
without regard to age or sox. 

When the smoke and dust caused by the 
explosion had cleared away many peo- 
plo were seen writhing upon the floor in 
the vicinity-of the place where the bomb 
had fallen, The seats thoroabonts had 
been blown to pieces and the flooring in 
spots was torn up and the beams partly 
shattered. 

Fifteon persons were killed instantly. 
The number of injured will bo large, for 
it is certain that many besides those 
wounded by the exploding bomb were 
hurt by being trampled upon by the panic- 
stricken crowd fleeing to the street, Seve- 
ral persons were removed from the build- 
ing with nearly every shred of clothing 
torn from their bodies, 

When the news of the outrage spread 
through the city, the opera house was 
quickiy surrounded by a great crowd of 
excited people who gave vent to their 
feeling of indigastion by cursing the 
Anarchists and the police. They insisted 
that the latter were to blame for the ex- 
plosion as they should have known that 
the Anarchists are still active in the city, 
Within the past six months several An- 
archist outrages have been perpetrated, 
including the attempt by Pallas to kill 
Gen. Martinez Campos, for which the 
would-be assassin was shot. The police 
were very active for a time in hunting 
down Anarchists, and their efforts were 
rewarded with great success, many of the 
gang falling into their hands. Much ex- 
plosive material was captured, and then 
Apparently the police rested content with 
their work leaving the Anarchists free to 
plan and execute other outrages. The 
feeling against the Anarchists is very bit- 
ter, the people believing that this is but 
the first of a series of outrages that will be 
attempted to avenge the death of Pallas, 
who before his death declared that some 
of his fellow-Anarchists were sworn to 
wreck revenge for his killing. 

It is supposed the reason that one of the 
bombs did not explode was that it struck 
the back of a man sitting in one of the 
seats, extinguisning the fuse, The mizsile, 
its fall having been broken and the burn- 
ing fuse put out, dropped harmless to the 
floor. 

It is said several of those killed were 
members of one family that occupied a 
stall close to where the bomb exploded. 
Three persons were found dead on the 
stairway, while several others who had 
been badly crushed were lying on the floor 
near the exite, The passages of the thea- 
ter were turned into an hospital. 

During the morning several of the per- 
sons wounded died from the effects of 
their injuries. At noon the dead num- 
bered thirty. All the men arrested 
on suspicion of being the authors of the 
outrage have proved that they bad nothing 
to do with it. Itis feared the miscreants 
who committed the crime escaped.

THE PROSPEOTS ake GOOD THAT 
WE WILL SOON BAVE ONE 


‘The Special Committees Fix dona Basis 
of Axcooment Which Will Likely be 
Batiafactory 


A joint meeting of the Industrial and 
Executive committees of the city counoil 
was hold last night to consider the pro- 
posal of the Canadian Electric Railway 
company for the building of a road in thie 
city. ‘he compa proposed to enter in- 
to un agreement 5} ar bo the one enter 
od into with the city of Kingston, but 
thecommi'tee considered it necessary to 
make Amendments in certain respects, 
as the Kingston agreement referred tof 
the old and the new road, the former o 
which has yet to be kept up. —_It was des 
cided that no franchise would be granted 
toany company, until $1,000 was de- 
posited with the city treasurer, Tho 
agreement prepared by the committee 
provides forthe completion of the Front 
street portion of the services by the 24th 
ofMay next,the belt line over the hill to,be 
built by the lstof November next, The 
company are to provide suitable cars 
which are to be comfortably heated during 
the cold weather, and are to keep the 
road continously in repair at theitown 
exponse, and are to run the electric cars 
on Front street every 16 minutes in both 
directions both winter and summer. 
‘Lhey are not however required to give so 
frequent a service on the belt line, nor to 
run cars during the winter, but may use 
asleighs imstead. All the safe guards 
tn reference to the running of 
cas are provided, such as 
a moter man and conductor on each car, 
end mon tobe atationed where itis thought 
necessary at particular points where it is 
thought to be dangerous. The time of 
service is to be from 6,30 a.m to 10,30 
p.m,. and the fare is to be five cents fora 
continuous passage auring these hours, 
but after 10,30 ifthe cars are ran the 
company's proposal is to eharge 10 cents, 
This last proposition has not been devid* 
ed upon ‘Tickets may be purchased in | 
half doaon quantities for 26 cents. Works 
Ingmon's tickets to be used before eight 
o'clock in the morning and after five in the 
alternoon, are to be scld at the rate ot 
eight for 26conts, Children under 12 

ears of age half price. Cais are not to 
ye run on Sundays. Police officers and 
firemen are to be allowed to ride free. 
Representatives were not presont on be~ 
half of the company at the meeting, but 
are to wneot the same joint committee on 
Wednesday eveniug next to complete the 
agreement in all of its detaila for submis- 
sion to the council which meets on the 
following Monday night. The company 
who are negotiating for the building of 
the road is the same which operates the 
line at Veterboro and Montreal,

Lt 
isof course not on recurd,but it 1s a notor- 
ious fact, and one that has never been the 
controyerted, that Sir Charles had a free 
trade resolution and a free trade 
speech all ready to deliver, thinking 
that the Mackenzie yovernment were 
going to declare in favor of protection, 
Even in 1876 he declared that he was 
neither a tree trader nota protect onist, 
meaning doubiless that he was ready to 
to trim his sails to catch the passing 
breeze, In 1873 Mr, Thos white, a trust 
ed lieutenant of Sir John Macdonald. 
moved a resolytion at Montreal denounc~ 
ing any increase in the tariff.and declaring 
“no change should be madeia the tariff 
not demanded by the absolute necessities 
of the revenue.” Those and a multitude 
uf other facts might be given to show that 
the Conservatives at that time were 
opposed to protection, and as no such 
revolutionary changes in real principles 
could haye taken place ia the space of 
two or three years, we are forced to fall 
back on the explanation given by Mr 
McCarthy, that that party became protec- 
tionists in the hope of thus getting into 
power. 
_ Burall this is ancient history, and why 
is it now reverted to? Simply because 
the electors should bear well in mind that 
our protective tariff exists in Canida to- 
day, not because any politic’) party ever 
believed in it.asa principle, but because 
the Tories adcpted it at the instance of 
the mavuficturers, for the sake of the 
financial aid and influence uf that class of 
the community, and as a matter simply of 


party exigencies, as they thought, and 
truly in this ca‘e, that ths would be a 
lever that would put them into office.

He was sentenced for 
twelve months, but was let out by the 
Crown after serving nine months, Dor- 
ing all the yoars that the transactions be- 
tween himself and his brother and the 
Connollys were going on, Thomas took an 
interest in political elections, His brother 
was the head of the party in that district. 

“Have you had any doubt in your own 
mind that the moneys given to Thomas by 
Murphy were for election purposes ?” 

After some hesitation witness said that 
he did not know of anything else that was 
done with those moneys but for elections, 
In regard to the $117,000 he had given to 
his brother he understood this was alo 
spent in elections, He had heard that ; 
$38,000 had been given to Le Monde and 
$. ) to Le Courier, but without par- 
ticularizing the items, he was told all the 
money went to the elections. In regard 
to the cross-wall tenders he got no infor- 
mation from Thomas in regard to them 
until the result was known, 

Mr, Blake then went into the dredging 
contract of 1882 in the wet and tidal cake 
at Quebec, while Robert McGreevy sat in 
the witness box, adducing as evidence a 
numbér of letters and telegrams which 
had passed between Mr, A, H. Verret, 
secretary of the Quebec Harbor Commis. 
sioners, and Sir Hector Langevin. The 
firat tenders for the work were invited by 
the Harbor Commissioners. The letter 
went to show that six tenders were of- 
fered, that of Fradel & Miller being the 
lowest, $98,450; then came that of Ask- 
with, $128,860; the third was that of 
Beaucage, prepared by Robert McGreevy, 
$131,207, and Larkin and Connolly's, 
$188,845, being $10,000 higher than that 
of Askwith’s, Not boing able to arrange 
for the cash deposit of $10,000 reqnired by 
the clause of the tender, Frade! and Miller 
withdrew; Beaucage and Askwith also 
withdrew and the tender of Larkin, Con- 
nolly & Co,, was accepted. On June 27 
the Harbor Commissioners transmitted 
the tenders and their acceptance of that 
of Larkin, Connolly & Co., to the Minister 
of Public Works for approval of the Gov- 
ernor-in-Council, and on the Slat Sir 
Hector Langevin wrote personally to the 
secretary of the commissioners desiring to 
know whether they had reason to believe 
that the tenders received, which were 
lower than the one preferred, bad been 
made in good faith, and that there had 
not been any collusion with respect to 
their withdrawal, to which the commis- 
sionera replied, ‘that they did not con- 
sider it necessary to defend themselves 


against suspicion of a knowledge on 
thelr part of collusion between the ten- 
derers."" Finally on August 21 the con- 


} tract was ratitied by the Governor-in- 
Council. The contract was for 423,500 
yards to be excavated, 

In the summer of 1885, the money vyot- 
ed by Parliament being exhausted, the 
Harbor Commissioners notified the con- 
tractors and the Minister of Public 
Works of the fact, and on the 
2Qlet of August the 
Works wrote to the commissioners that au 
understanding had been arrived at be- 
tween McGreevy and himself, and that he 
consented to the exponditure of $50,000 
on condition that the contractors did not 
call for payment until Parliament voted 
the money.» Witness said that in regard 
to the $117,000 which he paid Thomas and 
which was said to be used for political 
purposos, he charged 5 per cent, for hand:

A PRINCE 1S DEAD. 


His Career, 
Vienna, Noy. 18.—Prince Aloxander of 


announced yesterday, 
Alexander Joseph, Prince of Battenberg, 
was the second son of 
Prince Alexander of Hesse. He was born 
April Sth, 1857, 

When Bulgaria was made an hereditary 
principality under the treaty of Berlin 
Alexander, who was supported by Russias, 
was elected Prince by the Assembly of 
Notables at Tirnoya on April 29, 1879, 
The election was confirmed i the Sultan 
of Turkey. On the 18th of Joly, 1879, 
Prince Alexander assumed the reins of 
government, 

In 1885 war was declared against Bul- 
garia by Servia anda Servian army march- 
ed into Palgaela, They were met at Sliv- 
mitza by a Bulgarian army under tho per- 
sonal command of Prince Alexander and 
were routed. Austria intervened in the 
dispute and an armistice was declared. 

On August 21, 1886, Prince Alexander 
was deposed by a conspiracy of high state 
officials, who were sad to have been in- 
stigated by Russia. He was sent from the 
conntry and subsequently took up his 
residence in Austria. Later ho married « 
German actross and assumed the name of 
Count of Hartenan.

through the gates of heaven and efface 
record of your earthly fidelity, methinks 
Christ would take one of the nails of his 
own cross and write somewhere on the erys 
tal, or the amethyst,or the jacinth, or the

KERR'S ELOCUTION, 


Reading Exohequer Court Kyidence 
the Conspiracy Trial, 
Orrawa, Noy, 18,—Whoen the McGreevy 
Connolly conspiracy trial was reanmod J, 
K. Kerr, Q.C., for the prosecution, pro 
ceeded to read the depositions made by 
Nicholas Connolly in the Exchequer Court 
in the ciyil nuit taken against the firm by 
the Dominion Government, This sult wins 
to recover a large sum of monoy said to 
be obtained fraudalently by the firm from 
the Government, The case {s «till before 
the Exchequer Court, the Crown and the 
dofonow having agroed to postpone it until 
after judgment is given in the present 
criminal suit. This evidence taken in tho 
Exchoquer Court is what the defence has 
fo strenuously opposod belng used in the 
prowent trial, arguing that it was procured 

y subtle devices oy; the Crown for one 
purpose and now used by the Crown for a 
very different purpose, The evidence 
comprised 180 foolscup pages of type 
writing. 

Tho evidence showed that N. K. Con 
nolly gave o statement in relation to hix 
firm with the different contracts referred 
to. Reference was also made to the dis- 
appearance of tho books and documonts, 
and the manner in which the tranks were 
opened. Martin P, Connolly, witness 
thought, examined the books, and placed 
thom in the safe belonging to the firm. It 
was news to them to know that all of the 
books and documents which were before 
the Parliamentary Committee were not re- 
turned from Quebee to Ottawa. ' 

In reading the evidence, Mr, Hogg took 
tho part of the examiner, and Mr. Kerr 
read tho answers given by N. K, Connolly, 
Mr. Kerr mado uso of some little dramatio 
force in giving the anawers, and Mr, Blake 
twitted him with his elocutionary efforts. 
“If you are pleased with my reading,”

Despatches from Havre say that the 
Normandy coast has been scourged more 
severely than before in years, Many 
fishermen are known to have been lost 
and dozens are missing.

In consequonce of the storm the steam- 


| ship Umbria had to wait two hours and 


40 minutes for her mails at Queenstown. 
Reports received from Havre and Calais 
say that the storm along the Normandy 
coast was tho worst one experienced in the 
last 50 years, Wrecks are reported from 
every port along the coast. A great many 
small craft vanished last night frow the 


waters on the coast. Vessels were dragged ? 


from their moorings and sank with all on 
board. 

The Channel steamer Foam left Dover 
for Calais before the company decided to 
suspend the Channel service, She had 
the greatest difficulty in entering Calai 
harbor. Her officers counted 25 wreo! 
principally fishing boats, in the 12-mi 
interval between Grayelines and Calnis. 
They found the east pier head at Calais 
and the lighthouse in Calais harbor swept 
away. 

More than 600 feet of the pier 
had been swept away in the night, ‘'re- 
mendous seas were still piling up on the 
water front, The harbor looked aa if it 
had been shaken by an earthquake, More 
than 300 persons were drowned between 
noon on Saturday and noon yesterday at 
Calais and in the immediate neighbor- 
Fifty bodies have been recovered. 


130 Deaths Already Reported, 

Lonnon, Noy. 20,—At 10 o'clock last 
evening 130 deatha in the storm had been 
yoparted.

Ouatrages by Span Authorities Hast- 
ened the Revolution, 

New York, Noy. 20.—One uf the Cub- 
an delegates sent to Caba in disguise by 
the Cuban societies in this city and Brook- 
lyn, makes the following statement: 

** It ia m well-known fact that the Span- 
ish Government controls both the telegraph 
and cable lines, and it is its policy in this 
present trouble te withhold all authentic 
news from the outside world. It is a fact 
there has been fighting going on for the 
past fow weeks between the insurgents and 
tne Spanish troopa. Many lives have been 
lost on both sides. The insurgents are 
headed by three honorable and brave 
soldiers, The leader is Higinio Esquerra, 
a veteran of the war of 1868, A nomber 
of arrests have been made by the Spanish 
Government, but from last reports Es~ 
querra is still at the head of the insur- 
genta. 

** Never since the beginning of the Cub- 
an insurrection has so much ammunition 
been shipped into Cuba, right under the 
noses of the custom house authorities in 
different disguises, as during the past 
twelve months. 

** On Tuesday last an expedition started 
for Cuba with men, Bory and ammuni- 
tion.

ELECTRIC CANAL BOATS. 


A Successful Innovation — First Pablio 


| ‘Trial at Rochester. 


| Rocnester, Noy. 20.—A test of €lec- 
tricity as means of oanal boat propulsion 
was given its first publio trialon Saturday, 
The test was made on Pittford Level, near 
the city, and was witnessed by Governor 
, Flower and others, 

Poles and a temporary trolley had been 
erected along the bank and the experiment 
was on the barge Frank W. Hawley, Goy- 
ernor Flower turning the switch and start- 
ing the boat. The Frank W. Hawley is 
98 fect long, boing a full-sized canal boat, 
and draws 6 feet of water when fully load- 
ed. .It was loaded to half its capacity, 
‘Two iron trolley poles, similar in shape to 
a street car trolley rod, but longer, being 
about 12 feet in length, wero attuched on 
deck directly over the middle cabin. One 
of these trolley poles conducts the current 
to the motors, the other receives the cnr- 
rent after it has passed through the motors, 
The principle is the same as that of the 
street oar system, but it being impossible 
to connect with a wire at the bottom of 
the canal as strect car motors are connect: 
ed with wires underground beside rails, 
the return current is also carried overs

TEN NEW WARSHIPS. _ 


Early Next Year England Will Add Ten 
Vessels to Her Navy,

day announced that ten battleships, pro- 
vided for under the Naval Defence Act, 
would be completed early in 1894.

Justice Rose—Yes, 

Mr. Blake—Your Lordship will bear jo 
mind that in the case ot m reservation it 
seems almost certain that there should be 
# continuation of the bail, and if the pres- 
ent bail be not sufficient then I would 
suggestan increase, That js, if there is 
any special reason that an increase would 
be necessary.. 

Justice Kowe—I have no objection to re- 
serve any point which counsel may desire,

Mr. Blake pointed out that by the Act 
his Lordsbip was entitled to use his own 
discretion.

Mr, Blake said that none of them had 
done so since that case had been started.

The internal revenue features of the 
bill, it is understood, are still held in 
abeyance, but the general schedules and 
the administrative sections were agreed 
upon at a late hour after a final conference 
with the Secretary of the Treasury.

They alloged that 
the work of reforming the tariff would be 
begun in afew days, yet at overy sugges 
tion nade by anyone present as to any 
change the commissioners were roady 
with figares and sophistry to prove that 
each imposition mentioned was all right, 
two men believe thesedutios 
, what need will there be for 
any rev ? There was, however, one 
exceptionto the above, When anyone 
made any suggestion in favorofan increase 
of duties in any line the commissioners be- 
oame ollattention and alertnoss,and never 
once made an effort to prove thateuch 
increase would not be necessary. Ifany 
inkling of tho nature of the revision could 
be obtained from the words and acté of 
these two men the impression would be 
that the duties would be increased rather 
thao diminished, Don. Mr, Foster said 
a few weeks ago that if need be to protcot 
the manufactureas the duty would be in- 
creasedto 60 per cent. Perhaps itis 
along theae lines the commissioners are 
working. ‘ 
Mesare, Corby and Northrup did their 
work well and succeeded io getting to- 
gethor a goodly number of good natured, 
unreasoning Tory farmers whe were quite 
Satisicd with everything as it now is. 
"Born and bred in the idea that whatever 
the government said was tre and what~ 
) ever they did was perfect, they profosaed 
to have absolutely no grievances what- 
| ever. 
! Here was one remarkable and very 
[noticeable fact—those farmers who were 
| satinfied with the tariff were, whon ques- 
| tioned, found to. know nothing whatever 


‘about it or its working, More than 
one of them was asked as to what 
ho thought of this or that 


| duty on certain farm products and had to 
‘confess that he did net know what the 
duty was. Butss soon as anyone who 
was acquainted with the tariff was ques» 
tioned ne was not long in pointing out 
mapy grievances, The conclusion is, 
that disinterested belief in the tariff is 
nearly always due to ignorance, and that 
with knowledge comes condemnation. 
The line of reasoning adopted by the 
commission was a peculiar one, As soon 
as any witness suggested that the duty oa 
anyartcle be reduced figures carefully 
prepared would be given to prove that the 
price of the asticle or arricles was cheaper 
in the States than here. If that were 
trur, then of what possibie use 15 tho 
tariff, kor without any duty a dearor 
foreiga article could not come in 
here and successfully compete with a 
cheaper Canadian article. Looked at 
from every standpoint the duty on such 
articles 1s unjustifiable. If our prices are 
lower the duty is of no use except as an 
irritant. Ifour prices are higher then 
the removal ofthe duty would lower the 
price here, which would benefit the farm- 
er If the prices were the same a healthy 
competition would exist which would 
bonefitall and hurt none, As a matte: of 
fact, if experience (is any guide, competi- 
tion will always reduce prices. Betcre 
the change took place in the sugar duties 
the people were told by the Tories that 
the duty did not increase the price of 
sugar in the least, that sugar was as 
cheap here as in the States, if not cheaper. 
Yet as soon as the duty was reduced the 
price here fell and the Tories atonce bet 
gan to boast of the great things they had 
done for the people of Canada in remov- 
ing this burden of$3, 000,000 a year. How 
could it bea burden if the duty did not 
increase the price? The same thing 
would result if the duty on implements 
were reduced, and undoubtedly there 
would be at once an all round reduc ion 
in price of from ten to twenty per cent 
Towards the close of the investigation 
there was was some sharp cross-firing be- 
tween the commissioners and Mr. James 
Farley in reftrence to the relative prices 
of wheat in Boffalo and Toronto, 
Mr. Wallace insisted that the 
Price was the same ia the two places, 
while Mr. Farley insisted that the price 
was lower in Toronto. Mr, Farley was 
undoubtecly correct. In the Toronto 
papers of that same day, winter wheat was 
quoted at Buffilo as follows : No. 2 red 
66, No. Lwoite 663. The quotations for 
Toronto for the ‘same day were: red 
wheat 56c, white 57. For the Toronto 
street market the quotations were red 
wheat 58 to 59c, white 60c, A similar 
differeace is seen in the prices in Belle: | 
ville ana Oswego. In Oswego yesterday 
the quotations for State wheat, according 
to the Palladium, was 68c, in Belleville 
the same cay the quotation was 55 to 60, 
A similar difference exists the largest part 
of the time, yet Mr, Wallice, with the 
paper in his hand containing those quota- 
tions—observing that Mr, Farley had no 
Paper with him to prove his statements— 
asserted that there was not one cent diff 
‘rence in the price of wheat in Toronto 
and Buffalo. It isto be presumed that 
this case, where the figures the controllers 
Rave can be tested is a fair criterion of the 
other quotations they gave and the figur- 
esthey adduced. That being so, the 
whole aim and tendoncy of the ir Vestiga~ 
tion kecomes manifest...

The Question of Income Tax, 

Wasuixoton, Noy. 30.—Mr. McMillan’s 

sub-committee of the Demooratic members 
of the Ways and Means Committees on In- 
ternal ‘Tazes was in ion at the capital 
two hours yesterday. Afterwards all the 
Deniocrat members of the committee had a 
conference. Mr, MeMillan submitted the 
data which he had secured from the Trea- 
sury Departiwent and Census Office touch- 
ing the question of an income tax.

PRESIDENT WILBUR'S ULTIMATUM, 


Arbitrators in the Lehigh Velley Trouble 
Meet Strike Leaders, 

Parcapetruta, Noy, 30.—The membera 
of the New York and New Jersey boards 
of arbitration, who held a cenference with 
President» Wilbur, First “Vice-President 
Sayre, and General-Manager Voorhees, at 
the Lehigh Valley railroad office in Beth- 
lehem yesterday, arrived here last night 
and proceeded at once to the Bingham 
house, where they met strike leaders, 
President Wilbur's ultimatum, which the 
arbitrators brought with them, was given 
to the representatives of the strikera for 
their consideration. It reads as follows : 

“Mr, E. P, Wilbur states the position 
of the Lehigh Valley Railroad Co, to be as 
follows: The company agrees to take 
back as many of its old employes as it can 
find places for without any prejudice on 
account of the fact that they struck or 
that they are connected with any labor 
organization; that when in the employ of 
the road committees from the various 
classes of employes will be received aa 
stated in the bulletin of November 21, and 
their grievances considered and justly 
treated, and that in employing men in the 
future the company will give preference 
to former employes when the strike is 
declared off " 

The strike leaders and arbitrators wie 
together until nearly 8 o'clock and when 
they got through talking the latter left for 
thelr homes, The arbitrators declined to 
make any statement and Chairman Olark 
of the grievance committee and other 
members of the committee were ‘mually 
reticent. Chief Youn ion, however, stat- 
ed emphatically that the question of de- 
claring the strike off had never for o 
single moment been considered by the 
grievance committee,
